Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
County Farm, Superintendent of Mitchell Memorial 
Hospital, Clerk of Superior Court, County Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Farm Chaplain, Farm Physician, and Auditors 
for the year ending December 31, 1937. 

- Another year has passed and it becomes our duty to 
make a report to the citizens of Rockingham County. 
You will notice from the financial report that the loss 
for the year has been $57,035.25. Most of this is ac- 
counted for by the unexpected rise in the cost of direct 
relief, which has caused an overdraft of $17,074.00, the 
increase in the cost of maintenance of the County Farm, 
the payment of $16,864.60 to complete the Mitchell Me- 
morial Hospital, for which there was no appropriation 
this year, and an asset listed last year as old age assist- 
ance payments due from the state, $11,022.25, for 
which we received only $5,336.16, causing a loss of 
$5,686.09. 

The report this year will show every outstanding bill 
and will give a true picture of the exact condition of 
Rockingham County. It is the opinion of the commis- 
sioners that the county is financially sound and if given 
adequate appropriations: in the future, we can take care 
of this indebtedness without additional burden on the 
taxpayers. This year’s experience indicates that the 
appropriation for the County Farm is inadequate to 
care for the farm with the additional expense of the 
_ Mitchell Memorial Hospital. 

During this year all the food, heat and electricity 
used at the hospital has been charged against the 
farm, making the expense of running the farm about 
$6,000.00 a month. Due to the fact that the hospital 
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opened in the middle of the year, we have not been able 
to separate these accounts with complete accuracy. But 
it is certain, if we wish to regain a favorable financial 
balance, we must have a larger appropriation either for 
the farm or hospital. What will be needed for direct 
relief we can only guess, the situation at present is very 
bad, there are more unemployed than ever before, and 
the demands for direct relief are heavy. We can only 
hope that conditions will improve before the county has 
to assume the full cost. | 

We have had three superintendents at the County 
Farm this year, Robert Stiles, who was there for the 
first three months, Ralph Littlefield, who was there only 
one month, leaving to accept a better position, and the 
present superintendent, George Hilton, and Dorothy 
Hilton, matron. It is the opinion of the commissioners 
that the farm was never in better condition or more 
efficiently managed, and we wish to express our deep 
appreciation to Mr. and Mrs. Hilton, to Dr. Fernald, 
farm physician, and all the employees for their co-op- 
eration in the care and management of the institution. 

The Mitchell Memorial Hospital opened in July and 
at the present time is running at full capacity. It has 
done wonderful work, the standards are high, and we 
believe that it ranks among the best in the state. To 
Mrs. Gertrude Munton, superintendent, who has had 
charge from the beginning and to whom belongs the 
credit for bringing it to its high degree of efficiency, we 
wish to express our thanks; also to the Rockingham 
County Medical Association, who have given us their 
co-operation and support. 

During the past year we have had all the cattle at 
the farm tested for tuberculosis and Bangs disease. In 
the Bangs test we lost twenty-four cows and two bulls, 
for which we will receive $3,401.68. With this amount 
we feel sure that we can replace the cows with tested 
stock. This will give us a guaranteed herd of purebred 
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Holsteins which we think will compare favorably with 
the best in the state. 

We are grateful to all the officials of the towns and 
the city of Portsmouth for their co-operation in our 
work and to all others who have helped in the adminis- 
tration of county affairs.

Term of Court, a greater part of the pending cases will have 
been disposed of by that time. Many of the persons under 
idnictment are serving sentences in institutions in other states 
while the whereabouts of others is unknown. 

The disposition of all cases was made only after a careful 
study of all the facts involved and presented to the Court for 
consideration. In most of them the proper disposition presents 
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a difficult problem for the Court and also for the County Sol- 
icitor when his recommendation is requested. Many factors 
such as youth, previous record and the type of individual in- 
volved must be considered, the general objective of criminal 
enforcement being to rehabilitate the individual as well as 
protect society from those who are its habitual enemies. 

Some of the cases entered were found after investigation of 
the facts to be Jacking in merit and were consequently disposed 
of without involving the County in expense of trial. 

Your Solicitor, in addition to the foregoing, has appeared in 
the various Municipal Courts of the County when called upon 
by the Sheriffs, State Police or other State agencies and has 
given advice to the various County officers when requested. 

May I say in conclusion that the duties involved have been 
interesting and instructive and it has been a pleasure to have 
had the opportunity to work with your board and with the 
other County officers in the discharge of our various duties. 

I wish also to express my appreciation to the officers of the 
various towns and to the public of the County for their sup- 
port.

To the Commissioners for the County of Rockingham: 


Gentlemen: I hereby submit my report as Sheriff for the year 
ending December 31, 1937. At this time I wish to express 
my gratitude and appreciation to the County Solicitor, my 
Deputies, the City Marshall of Portsmouth, his Inspector and 
the Police officers, the Chief of Police and their officers of the 
several towns in the County, to the Superintendent, Inspectors 
and Troopers of the newly organized State Police, and all 
citizens of our County who in any way have helped to make 
our County one of the cleanest counties of crime within our 
State. 

Since April first there has not been a single case of Grand 
larceny, which has been reported to our Department, which 
has not been solved. The unfortunate case of murder was 
disposed of at a great saving to the tax payers of Rockingham 
County, when the confessed murderer was adjudged insane. 
In this case I wish to personally thank Trooper Dion, Chief 
of Police Corson of Candia and the Police Department of 
Manchester for the valuable assistance which they rendered 
in this particular case. 

I desire at this time to thank Judge James and Judge Connor 
the two presiding justices of the 1937 courts, my Deputy 
Sheriffs, the Clerk of Court, the Attorneys and the Jurymen at 
both terms for the splendid co-operation and assistance which 
they gave me in the Count room. 

I also wish to express my appreciation to the citizens of the 
town of Rye and the Rye Beach Precinct, for the assistance 
they have rendered to this department through the use of their 
fine equipment and the services of their Chief of Police, A. 
Manning Remick, and the payment of his bond as Deputy 
Sheriff. 

It is with a great deal of pleasure that I report to you that 
the two departments with which I am connected have been 
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able to keep within their appropriations, namely the Superior 
Court and the County Jail at Portsmouth. 

I wish to state that this department is ready and willing to 
render service at all times for the welfare and protection of all 
of the citizens within our County. .Please notify me at once as 
soon as you know of any loss or suspect anyone of misconduct, 
because the easiest time to apprehend a criminal, is while the 
trail is hot.
